later. 


"A devastating blow," said Sen.

But Sen. Richard B. Russell, 


D-Ga., leader of Southern foes of 
the move, hailed the outcome as 
"a great victory for the sanity, 
dignity and prerogatives of the 
Senate." 


He also called it a rebuke for 


Vice President Richard M. Nixon, 
the Senate's presiding officer until 
Jan. 20, who sided with proponents 
of a change on a key parliamen- 
tary question. 


The controversy, which has tied 


up the Senate since it convened 
Jan. 3, was shunted off to the 
Senate Rules Committee Wednes< 
day by a 50-46 vote. 


Democratic senators divided 32 


for and 31 against the sidetracking 
move. The line-up of Republicans 
was J8 for and 15 against. 


A similar libcral-conscrvaUvo 


row in the House reached the 
compromise stage Wednesday. It 
revolves around the House Rules 
Committee and its 
conservative 


coalition 
of 
Republicans 
and 


Southern Democrats which in the 
past often has blocked social wel- 
fare legislation. 


Speaker Sam Rayburn settled on 


enlarging the committee as the 
least painful way of curbing the 
coalition's power to keep bills 
locked up in the committee.

Remove Stains While They're Fresh 


Speed is the key to effective stain removal. An easy rule to 


remember about stains is that a fresh one is easier to remove thnn 
an old one. 


Most household stains—such ns fruit, scorch, grass and light 


mildew—yield to a special solution of heuvy duty dry chlormo 
bleach and detergent. Step one is to quickly rinso the stained nrcn 
with cold water, then soak 5 to 15 minutes inn solution of '/i cup 
of dry chlorine bleach and one table-spoon detergent per quart of 
warm water. Ahvnys mix in a polyethylene plastic, glass, porcelain 
or enamel container, Rinse, nnd repent if necessary. Colored fab- 
rics, however, should bo tested for colorfnslncss before treating. 


• For more stubborn stains, products around the kitchen or in 
the medicine chest come in handy. Buttpr is useful for softening 
tnr stains. It changes tnr into grenso which can .then he removed 
with n commercial cleaning fluid. Boiling a rust stained area in 
milk helps take out the spot. To remove lipstick or rouge stains, 
rub petroleum jelly into the stain nnd sponge it with cleaning 
fluid before laundering {.he article. If necessary, lipstick stains 
may also be soaked in n solution of dry chlorine blench nnd 
detergent, (hen rinsed thoroughly. 


Bicarbonate (or baking) soda is good for removing salad dross- 


ing stains. Apply a paste of bicarbonate soda and cool water to 
the stained area. Let it dry, then launder the- nrticle in cool water. 
If the stain remains after the garment, dries, sponge with cleaning 
fluid and launder again. Often stains from alcoholic drinks can he 
removed by simply soaking the articles in a solution of dry chlorine 
bleach and detergent.

NEW YORK (API-Wall Street 


is finding plenty of good news 
among the bad those days as the 
profit reports roll in. 


The big drop in profit margins 


that depressed the slock market 
six months ago seems to have 
been halted. Fourth-quarter earn- 
ings mostly held at third-quarter 
levels, and many companies say 
they expect the first three months 
of 1961 to show the same leveling 
tl-cnd. 


Corporations announcing profit 


gains in 19GO over 195!) outnumber 
by a elim margin those reporting 
declines. 


And in the reports Wall Street 


is finding still further proof of 
how uneven the business slowdown 
has been—many industries trudg- 
ing steadily upward as others 
logged. And also showing up is 
further evidence of a greater role 
for service industries, which most- 
ly arc advancing while the manu- 
facturing ones often are ailing. 


Among the first 118 nonfinan- 


cial 
corporations to report on 


their fiscal I960 earnings. 64 show 
gains over (he previous year and 
54 report declines. 


The banks and other financial 


institutions mostly report record 
or near record earnings. The rail- 
roads, however, arc trailing bad- 
ly. The utilities are expected to 
show modest gains when their full 
year reports are in. The one giant 
to report so far, American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph, shows an in- 
crease of.9.5 per cent in the 12 
months ending Nov. 30. 


The reports are getting special 


scrutiny today, not only by the 
stock market but also by govern- 
ment agencies trying to gauge 
their tax collections, and by busi- 
ness planners looking for any clue 
as to 1961 prospects. 


Wall Street is taking comfort 


from the many corporations who 
have braked the slide in profit 
margnis. which was sharp in the 
spring and early summer. Many 
firms have been able to cut costs, 
such 
as 
inventory 
carrying 


charges. Others have pushed the 
more popular products or services 
in their diversified activities. 


And in spite of some dire pre- 


dictions about the months ahead, 
more business executives are say- 
ing that they expect a pickup in 
new orders 
soon, with 
output 


gains to follow, and also better 
profits. 


But they admit that in th ecur- 


rcnt three months, profits may be 
level with the end of 1960 but 
still look bad against the many 
records set early in that year. 


Adding it up, if business is slow- 


er today than many felt, the net 
results are still pretty encourag- 
ing.
